WALDO SCHAAF—Wearing No. 80 is one of A&M's out- 
standing ends, tall, sure-fingered Waldo Schaaf of Chickasha. 
A junior, Waldo got into considerable action last year but this 
is his first season as a starter. He's 6-32 and weighs 210. 

RON ЗНАСКГЕТОМ. Мо. 81 comes to A&M as a transfer 
from St. Louis and the burly 200-pounder who stands 6-2, 
and has one more season after this one, is expected to play 
a lot of ball for the Cowpokes.
